1455 persons by the heels for law 
violation during the year. and of 
‘these, 28,484 were automobile 
drivers who drove carelessly or 
speeded or neglected lights or 
made them too bright, or drove 
without licenses or in other ways 
broke the traffic ordinances. Of 
these 892 were women. The total 
for the year, 1925, was lower—724,- 
| 045. 

The traffic squad of the depart- 
‘ment, growing each year, now has 
reached 152 men. In addition 
i'there are 85 traffic signals scat- 
tered about the city. 

Arrests for violations of the 
liquor laws gréatly increased during 
the year. The polite divide viola- 
tions into two clagses-—those 
‘against the Volstead act and thore 
‘against the State laws. The total 


va 


1926 were 8307, compared with 
32849 for 1925. By far the large 
number of charges were brought 
under the State law—-6723, leaving 
1584 under fhe national act. The 
arrests of intoxication increased 
from 4977 to 677%, 

The number of arrests of rob- 
bery, 12,778, slightly fewer than 
in the previous year, does not mean 
that there were that number of 
| robberies during the year. In 
fact, the figure is no criterion of 
the number of robberies, for the 
\arrests include all held “suapected 
of robbery,” and sometimes the 
police gather in as many as

Aithough he believes that it will 
not be possible for the December 
session of Congress to revise the 
present revenue laws, he let it be 
known yesterday that he believes 
that conditions are aeveloping that 
would warrant the granting of 
temporary rebates. 

The Treasury surplus this year, 
it was said at the White House. 
will approximate $250,000,000, and 
a refund of 190 to 12 ger cent 
'would mean the return of between 
| $200, 000,000 and $250,000,000 to 
| the taxpayers. 

Not Inspired by Mellon. 

The plan for a tax refund was 
'described at the Treasury today as 
| President Coolidge’s own idea, un- 
jinspired by Secretary Mellon, but 
hegarded by the Treasury officials 
cause serious em- 
'barrassment to the Government's 
'fiscal polictes. 

The Treasury thinks it would be 
much easier and just as satisfac- 
tory to apply the deduction as a 
credit on the March 15 payments 
of 1927, and not attempt the book- 
keeping that would be necessary to 
make actual refunds during the 
present calendar year.

As a consequence of the sixth attempt upon the 
life of Mussolini, it is announced from Rome that all 
opposition in any form to Fascism or its leader will 
be ruthlessly crushed. Already there has occurred a 
wholesale suppression of all publications not posi- 
tively friendly, while man hunts by irresponsible 
bodies of black-shirts have slain men and wrecked 
property with impunity in every Italian town of 
importance. 

It seems strange to peoples who have been the

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THE SHAME OF PHILADELPHIA. 


William 8. Vare of Pennsylyania bought his nom- 
ination for the Senate. That is common knowledge. 
Whether he procured his election by a more violent 
assault upon the ballot remains to be established. 
A charge of fraud is made by Senator Norris of 
Nebraska who, though a Republican, campaigned the 
State for the Democratic candidate, William B. Wil- 
s0n, a8 a matter of conscientious duty. The Norris 
charge is circumstantially substantiated. 


The people of .Pennsylvania by their vote repudi- 
gted Vare. Outside of Philadelphia Vare was beaten 
by 50,000. Wilson carried 55 of the 67 counties. This 
is indeed an extraordinary result in a State so over- 
whelmingly Republican that the candidacy of a Dem- 
ocrat is a forlorn gesture. Further emphasis is 
given the repudiation of Vare by the slashing fact 
that, while he was running 548,000 behind Wilsan, 
the Republican candidate for Governor polled a plu- 
rality of 712,000 over his Democratic opponent. Be- 
tween the Republican candidate for Governor and 
the Republican candidate for Senator there is a 
spread of 762,000 votes. 

That is Pennsylvania’s verdict on Vare. That is 
the official and sovereign expression of its public 
opinion. That such sentiment could prevail every- 
where in Pennsylvania and yet fail to penetrate the 
city of Philadelphia is preposterous. Yet it is upon 
Philadelphia’s monstrous isolation from the rest of 
Pennsylvania that Vare’s purported election is based. 


“The Philadelphia machine,” says Senator Norris, 
“functioned as usual.” In some precincts, he de- 
clares, the results were announced before the votes. 
were cast. An unofficial body known as the Com- 
mittee of Seventy, which is preparing to investigate 
the Philadelphia election, finds that there were 44 
divisions of the city in which Wilson did not get 
a single vote, and a number of divisions in which 
he polled but one vote. In 76 precincts which cast 
a total of 17,000 votes Wilson received but 32 votes.

NEEDED—A GOOD RADIO LAW. 

The need for a sound and comprehensive radio 
broadcasting law is imperative. Congress at its next 
session should pass such a law, one which will re- 
lieve the almost intolerable air confusion which now 
exists. 

The Post-Dispatch, as a ploneer in broadcasting, 
has very definite opinions regarding some of the 
provisions which should be embodied in d legislative 
act to make it effective. We are not in favor of the 
Dill bill, a Senate measure, containing a proposal 
to establish another Federal control commission. We 


the control of national broadcasting in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, where it logically belongs. How- 
ever, the White bill is still lacking in important es- 
sentials. There should be Written into this bill 
a clause definitely limiting the number of stations 
which will be permitted to operate in the future, say 
not to exceed 500, and these to be selected on a pri- 
ority basis, after due regard has been given to geo- 
graphical location, and the quality of pfograms. LIi- 
censes, revocable for failure to obey regulations, 
should be issued for a period of 10 years. A shorter 
period of protection does not warrant the large out- 
lay of capital required to build and maintain a superi- 
or station. The departmental official staff should be 
chosen as nearly as may be from high-grade radig 
engineers. To curb monopolistic tendencies the num- 
ber of broadcasting stations, which may be owned 
and operated by one corporation, should be 
carefully restricted. For pirating of wave lengths 
or willful infractions of air rules and regulations 
there should be provided definite legal punishments. 
No broadcasting station which exceeds 2000 watts in 
power should be licensed. 

Failure on the part of Congress so far to provide 
a definite regulatory law has literally left this rap- 
idly growing industrial giant up in the air, with the 
result that each recurring season finds the atmos-

These 16,000,000,000 marks 
would be administered by an in- 
ternational commission and wou'd 
ro entirely to France and Belgium 
as partial compensation for actual 
war damages. 

Auriol argues that France an’ 
the United States would both be 
making eacrifices for world peace, 
and political and economic restcr- 
ation. 

If Borah consents to support the 
proposal in the United Statcs 
Aurio] promises that the krench 
Socialist party will support it here. 
Auriol’s letter lays emphasis on 
France’s losses and sacrifices since 
the war and says French Socialists 
realize fully the French war deht: 
and are even ready to vote ratiti- 
eation of the present agreeme‘:t, 
provided France is given the samé 
advantage which the Dawes plan 
gave Germany, that is to say, a 
transfer clause guaranteeing France 
against exchange difficulties result- 
ing from future debt payments. 

Assails Good Faith of U. S. 

That the United States ‘“‘has not 
kept one of the solemn promises 
made by its most qualified repre- 
sentatives at Versailles’’ is the 
charge made by Deputy Addien 
Dariac in an official report of the 
sub-committee #n war debts, of 
which he is chairman. 

‘This report of which the corre- 
spondent has obtained an advance 
copy, will be the basis of the event- 
ual discussion by the Chamber of 
Deputies of the Washington debt 
agreement, 

‘Whereas,’ says the report; “the 
American delegation constrained us 
not to demand costs, and whereas 
President Wilson and Prime Min- 
ister Lloyd George made us give 
up permanent occupation and in- 


dependence of the left bank of the) 


Rhine in exchange for a formal 
and unreserved promise to defend 
our frontiers, the American Sepate 
refused to ratify the Ame:$-an 
President’s promise. It has left 
France stripped, first of the right 
to war indemnity, and second, of

Summing up the advantages of 
ratifying the Mellon-Berenger

Ratification Opposed. 

Against ratification ‘the argu- 
ments are much longer. Among 
them are the following: No safe- 
guard transfer clauses are provid- 
ed. No real consideration is given 
to the fact that the war was foucht 
in common on French soil. Re- 
quest that the French war 
should be divided equitably among 
the allies on the principle enforced | 
by Hamilton after the American 
revolution, when he obliged Vir- 
ginia and the Southern states to 
bear a fair share of the North's 
damage. France now is more 
heavily taxed than any other coun- 
try. French taxes consume more 
than 28 per cent of the national 
income, while Great Britain's con- 
sume only 22 per cent and Amer- 
ica’s 12 per cent. ;

Belgium Refuses to Consider

Government today abrogated the 
Sino-Belgian treaty of 1865 after 
having received a reply from athe 
Belgian Government yesterday, 
definitely rejecting Chinese  pro- 
posals for formation of a new 
treaty based on ‘‘equality and reci- 
procity,’’ and reverted to its origi- 
nal position of proposing reference 
of the question to the International 
Court at The Hague. 

Foreign Minister Wellington 
Koo about six months ago gave no- 
tice that his Government wished to 
set aside the old treaty—a pact of 
friendship, commerce, navigation 
and jurisdiction—and to make ar- 
rangements for a modus vivendi, 
pending formation of a new one.

yesterday afternoon opened the 
1926-27 season of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, presenting a 
program of intellectual depth, re- 
freshing novelty and satisfying 
emotional appeal. 

From the scholarly Academic Fes- 
tival Overture by Brahms, the in- 
itial number, to the colorful, pul- 
sating Caprice in which the mighty 
Tschaikowsky recorded his impres- 
sions of Italy, it was an afternoon 
of high enjoyment—a tall hill ris- 
ing out of a vast plain of musical 
mediocrity over which St. Louis 
has traveled since last spring. 


There were many new faces in 
the orchestra yesterday—among 
them that of Sylvain Noack, who 
succeeded Michel Gusikoff as con- 
cert master—but if the changes in 
the organization were to be noticed 
by the ear it was only in a slight 
asperity in the violins, particulary

misjoinder of tempo in the Brahms 
work and an’ occasional undue 
stridency in the brasses. 

Dance of Salome Presented. 


To the first number, which the 
great academician Brahms wrote 
with German college songs as his 
theme, Mr. Ganz gave a searching 
reading, somewhat severe for the 
subject matter, perhaps, but en- 
tirely in accord with the compli- 
cated fugue development of the 
work. 

It was followed by the Beetho-/ 
ven Symphony in C Mafor, that 
quietly revolutionary work by 
which the composer marked a 
transition to a new period of sym- 
phonic writing. As the principal 
offering of the afternoon, it too, 
received a painstaking treatment 
at the hands of the orchestra 
which particularly was effective in 
the second movement, an andante 
of serenely graceful composition. 

In brilliant contrast to the al- 
most sexless Beethoven was the 
third number, the exotic, voluptu- 
ous dance of Salome from the op- 


era of that name by Richard 
Strauss. Played for the first time

It was here that the strings gave 
their best performance of the day 
and here, too, that Mr. Ganz gave 
his most discriminating reading, 
interpreting the French modern- 
ist’s expression of subdued sadness 
with an exquisite taste and a com- 
plete absence of the tendency to 
percussional effects which he once 
showed out of his training as 8 
pianist. 

Tschaikowsky’s Italian Caprice, 
with its lilting street airs and its 
crashing recapitulations of Italian 
melodies, the orchestra gave with 
a satisfying smoothness of tempo 
and an organ-like fullness of tone. 
It was a fitting close to a well- 
chosen program, adequately per- 
formed. It will be repeated atethe 
Odeon tonight.

Sinclair, Edward L. Doheny and 
Albert B. Fall, growing out of 
leases on the Teapot Dome and 
Elk Hill naval oil reserves, now 
set for Nov. 22, may be delayed 
by a petition filed in the 
United States Supreme Court’ by 
Sinclair and Fall. 

Nov. 10 has been fixed as the 
date. for appearance of the defend- 
ants in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court to plead to the in- 
dictments, but it is expected that 
counsel for Sinclair and Fall will 
call the trial court’s attention to 
the effort to get. the highest court 
to pass on the validity of the in- 


dictment. 


The Supreme Court is now in re- 
cess and, since it will not convene 
unti Nov. 22, the earliest possible 
date it can act on the petition will 
be Nov. 29,and it may bethat the 
trial court will decide to suspend 
proceedings until it knows what 
the Supreme Court will do. The 
indictments were originally chal- 
lenged in the trial court because of 
the presence of certain persons in 
the grand jury room.
